Senator Bate, chairman of the board
of visitors to West Point Military
academy, presonted the report of the
board to the senate Thursday. 'The
report tnkes a strong ground in favor
of the change of the law which will
incrense the number of cadets to 469,
or one endet to each senator and rep-
resentative, and twenty for the presi-
dent, instead of the present number,
which is about 250. It is admitted
that this increase would probably re-
sult in o larger number of graduntes
than could find oflicers’ places in the
army, but it is suggested that ns
the additional ecost would be very
slight, the country counld well
afford to inerease the number for
the benefit to be derived in a purely
eduecational way. Discussing the wis-
dom of the change the board says that
a part of the number gradunted every
year could be retired to private life,
remaining, however, subject to the
command of the country.
